N. J. Officials Begin Investiga-
tion of Roebling Trolley Wreck
in Which One Man Was Killed

MOTORMAN CALLED A HERO

County and State officials and officers
of the Public Servies Corporation ave
investigating the fatal trolley collision
vesterday afternoon neanr Roebling, N.
d.. in which one man was killed and
forty-ene persons injured,

{ . Charles Coanklin, of Riverside, con-
ductor of one of the ears,>and the man
who was killed, could have given the
clearest explanation of the aceident, The
point where the collision oceurred in
‘n a single-track line, the cars uking
sidings to pass each other, Hefore en-
tering the block where the enrs erashed,
Conklin telephoned 4o the dispnteher’s
office at Riverside, and repeated aloud
to his motorman, I, C, Lewin, of T'al-
myra, the order to go into the block.

George Ferricks, of Riverside, was
the motorman of the enst-bound car.
It has not bepn learned whether or not
@ had been given a “*clear' signal to
take him into the block, Tt is this
point principally that the investigators
are endeavoring to clear up.

Lewin, according to the possengers
on the wekt-bound car, was the hero of
the disaster, He saw that o erash was
inevitable, ns his ear was coasting down
a steep grade and the east<bound car
was revealed only when he swung a
sharp curve,  Had he sttuck the east-
bound car with undiminished speed
both vehieley would have rolled down an

Tawis Sets Brakes

Lewis, with death leaping toward
him, threw off the powems wsot his alr
brakes, and whirled the hand brake,
throwing all hix strength into his efforts
to stop the ear. He wet the hand brake
as firmly as -he could; locked it, and
sprang back into the ear only at the lust
second before the crash,

Conklin, the conductor, was standing
on the front platform beside the motor-
man. The foree of the collision hurled
him through the front window and into
the wreekage, between the two ecars, It
1wn:« fipossible to extrieate him.

Wreckago in Flames

Wires torn down by the collision,
heavily charged, set the wreckage on
fire. Flames burst out fiercely and in
a few moments iovolved the splintered
woodwork in which Conklin was buried,
The uninjured passengers and many of
| those less severely hurt, made repeated
'Ii-Hnr!H to _save bim, They were foreed
| o give at lust, when the tlinbers of
the burning roof fell about him, bury-
|ing him from sight. A falnt ‘‘good-
by weas the last heard from the doomed
min, !
